cepted without reservation and 
Where we are having a grand time. 
Now here’s where the rub comes 
it—we haven’t mentioned the fact 
that we are Jews to our newly ac- 
quired friends. To salve my con- 
Bience, I believe they know it. 
To tell the plain, bare truth—we 
Wanted to be vacationists and not 
HURT sociologists!! as we were 
last summer (if you remember my 
aticle.)

Hadassah Fights 
Partition Anew

NEW YORK—In a memorandum 
forwarded to Sir John Woodhead, 
chairman of the Palestine Partition 
Commission which has just com- 
pleted a 14-week investigation in 
Jerusalem, Hadassah reiterates its 
opposition to the proposed division 
of the Holy Land on the ground 
that it would not “bring about 
peace between the Arab and Jew- 
ish peoples.” 

The memorandum was sent to 
the Jewish Agency in London for 
transmission to Sir John. 

Pointing out that it had been 
pessible to secure American Jew- 
ish support for Palestine ‘‘only be- 
cause of the assumption of the 
mandate by Great Britain and be- 
thousands” of European Jews. 
American public in Great Britain’s 
pledge,’ the document contends 
that the “partition scheme with its 
consequent drastic limitations of 
land available for close settlement 
will, if carried out, frustrate the 
hope of redemption of hundreds of 
thousands” of European Jews.

Michigan Catholic

BOSTON—Continuing his ex- 
pose of the “baptism camp” op- 
erated by Miss May E. Hatch at 
Manomet, Mass., Carl Alpert, as- 
sociate editor of the Boston Jew- 
ish Advocate, revealed last week 
that Jewish parents have removed 
seven young girls from the camp 
and were preparing to take home 
eight others who remained. Ex- 
cept for two girls who had at- 
tended the camp three years, all 
admitted they had been instructed 
in Christianity during their en- 
tire stay. 

It is estimated that more than 
150 Jewish girls have come under 
Miss -Hatch’s influence during the

As conductor 
he led the chief symphony or- 
chestras of the world, making sev- 
eral command appearances before 
Queen Victoria, and coming to 
America in’ 1894 as conductor 
with Madame Melba. He _ was 
knighted in 1922.

Get Constitution

NEW YORK.—tThe formation of 
a “General Council for Jewish 
Rights, of the American Jewish 
Committee, the American Jewish 
Congress, the Bnai Brith and the 
Jewish Labor Committee,” to co- 
ordinate the activities of these or- 
ganizations “that bear specifically 
on the safeguarding of the equal 
rights of Jews” was announced 
this week by Edgar J. Kaufmann, 
its temporary chairman, following 
an all day meeting held at the 
Hotel St. Regis and attended by 
representatives of the four bodies. 

The formation of the “General 
Council for Jewish Rights” is in 
accordance with a decision reached 
at Pittsburgh on June 13th at a 
conference of the representatives 
of the four organizations. 

This week’s meeting adopted a 
constitution for the new organiza- 
tion, governing its scope and struc- 
ture. 

Under the terms of the consti- 
tution, “The Council shall consider 
and act upon proposals and plans 
for the safeguarding of equal rights 
of Jews here and abroad.” A two 
thirds affirmative vote of the total 
membership of the council makes 
its decisions “binding upon the or- 
ganizations and groups included 
within its membership.” It is, how- 
ever, precluded from making de- 
cisions on matters “that involve an 
encroachment upon the racial, na- 
tional, religious or economic phil- 
osophies of the constituent organ- 
izations.” . 

The Council, for the present, is 
“to consist of five representatives 
named for a term of one year by 
and from each of the constituent 
organizations.” 

Provision is made in the constitu- 
tion for the admission of additional 
groups upon “an affirmative vote 
of not less than five sixths of the 
total membership of the Council.” 

The “General Council” is re- 
quired to meet at least once every 
three months, but may be sum- 
moned into special session either 
at the call of the Chairman, or at 
the written request of seven rep- 
resentatives. In view of the na- 
tional character of the body, it was 
decided that no more than two reg- 
ular meetings during any twelve 


month period may be held in New: 


York City. 

Recommendations for the pro- 
gram of action to be undertaken 
by the “General Council for Jewish 
Rights” will be submitted to its 
next meeting, scheduled for Sep- 
tember 19 in New York City. 

This sub-committee will also 
study and make recommendations 
as to the relations to be estab- 
lished with Jewish communities 
throughout the United States with 
a view to securing their co-opera- 
tion in the program of the Council. 

At the September session it is 
proposed to elect. the permanent 
officers of the Council for a period 
of one year. These will comprise 
a chairman, a vice-chairman, a trea- 
surer and a secretary. A special 
committee was named to consider 
and recommend nominations for 
these posts. ;

Harbin Jews Leave 
As Kidnappings Stir 
City; 9,000 Move

HABIN, Manchukuo—The Jew- 
ish community here is in a state’ 
of panic as a result of continu- 
ous kidnapping of prominent Jews 
by Russian White Guardists. The 
latest victim of a systematic cam- 
paign of terrorism through ab- 
duction is Isaac Klurman, a mer- 
chant. 

The kidnappers extort ransom 
from relatives, getting large sums, 
but the victims are seldom re- 
turned alive. Among Jews recent- 
ly kidnapped and slain are the 
following: Meire Kopman and 
Mendel Leonson, merchants; 
Mark Abramovitch, a student, and 
Simon Kaspe, a musician. 

White Guard terrorism, which 
has gone virtually unchecked for 
a number of years, has compelled 
thousands of Jews to leave Har- 
bin. Several years ago, the Jew- 
ish community here numbered 
12,000. Today there are but 3,000 
Jews left. 

The authorities recently took 
some measures to curb the more 
violent aspects of the terror cam- 
paign against the Jews. A White 
Guardist newspaper which incited 
to programs was suppressed.

I quote you now from a daily 
newspaper column “Line on Lin- 
ers”, written by Louis Slung, a 
very close friend of mine, whom I 
once was able to persuade to ma- 
triculate at the University of North 
Carolina, and who now, after many 
experiences including a sailor’s job 
on the route through the Panama 
canal, is one of the most accomp- 
lished writers on the staff of the 
Brooklyn Daily Eagle While the 
regular ship news reporter was on 
vacation, Louis substituted, and 
maybe you'll agree with me about 
his prose-writing ability. 

“The English were wonderful to 
me, wonderful! 

“You know I went over there 
hoping to raise $100,000 but we col- 
lected that much in three days, so 
I figured we should keep on going. 
And we sure did go some. Stopped 
in London only a few days and 
then traveled to Sheffield, Man- 
chester, Leeds and Glasgow—oh, 
yes, and Newcastle, raising $550,- 
600. 

“‘*Why, in Manchester alone, at 
a.luncheon, dinner and _ tea, we 
raised $175,000. Glasgow gave 'us 
$60,000.”

anda Another of the “more wonder- 
: ful” incidents was the single per- 
formance given in London with 
‘Beatrice Lillie, Gracie Fields, Lu- 
pino Lane and other British stars 
donating their services in addition 
to individual cash sums. The the- 
ater had given Eddie a $25,000 
gate guarantee and an audience of 
4,500 contributed an additional 
$20,000. 

The $550,000, he said, would take 
care of 1,000 children and that at- 
tempts would be made to settle the 
children in this country, England, 
Australia or South America if con- 
ditions in Palestine grew worse.

Is There An Answer? 


HO knows the answer for Sara Zeser- 

son’s quandry? Shall she ignore her 
Jewishness and thus enjoy insofar as is poss- 
ible a normal existence, or shall she proclaim 
in a fighting missionary spirit that she is Jew- 
ish and is proud of it? 

The same question has presented itself to 
every honest reader of this paper. If 
you, reader, have chosen the more honorable 
one it probably was less a matter of courage 
than of environment. 


However, the thinkers in the American Jew- 
ish scene, having been beset with the same 
perplexity, have laid out a course for a sane 
Jewish life, which is at once very consistent 
with living in the United States, and at the 
same time living a healthy Jewish life. 


Who can say that a Jew who attends serv- 
ices, who knows how Micah and Isaiah preached 
mercy with charity, who abides by the ethical 
dictates of Judaism, is less an American than 
the Cabots or the Lodges? No. The truth is 
that the better the Jew, the better the Amer- 
ican. 

If there are non-Jews who by their clausus 
and their refusal to associate with Jews make 
Jewish life difficult, then is it not true that 


they substantially are not so~ preferable as 
friends, and that associations or acquaintance 
with them would not indicate any mutual ad- 
vancement. And is it to any advantage to hide 
one’s Jewishness, so that these same super- 
ficial friends are deceived into believing one is 
a Jew? The answer is logically and forcefully, 
no. 


Fundamentally Mordecai M. Kaplan in his 


book, “Judaism As A Civilization’, has ans- 
wered Miss Zeserson. Forthright and clear, 
the book sets forth the theory that Jew- 


ish life in America must be organized on a 
firm Jewish foundation, if Jewish life is to 
prosper and continue as Jewish. Dr. Kaplan 
foresaw a trend. That trend has already nur- 
tured into a real movement into Jewish com- 
munal organization. Indianapolis this fall will 
put into practice the city-wide Jewish organ- 
ization that Dr. Kaplan suggested. Louisville 
has sidestepped the issues and accepting a lazy 
drifting for a determined courage, is content to 
let the situation meander and steadily grow 
worse. 


The answer is a strong Jewishness. It is a 


matter of self respect; it is a matter of a healthy 
existence. It is a matter, in truth, of survival.

Otto Strasser, brother of the- 
slain Gregor Strasser, tells an 
interviewer for England’s “Time 
And Tide” That a Hitler War Is 
Inevitable. In his methods, Hit- 
ler is far more elastic than a 
dictator usually is. His secret 
is the secret of the Finnish bath 
which runs so cold at one mo- 
ment and so hot the next, that 
finally the patient is unable to 
tell whether it is running hot or 
cold. This is the method he has 
used with such success on his 
own people and is the method 
he is using today ... I think 
that war is inevitable. Hitler 
will not renounce his aims on 
the one hand, nor can I imagine 
on the other, that the Czecho- 
slovak people will surrender its 
freedom without a fight nor 
France stand by while its Euro- 
pean significance is destroyed; 
nor England leave undefended, 
the road to Baghdad. If, on the 
other hand, these last three con- 
ditions were to be fulfilled, Hit- 
ler would stand six months 
from now on the shores of the 
Black Sea. Some people, I sup- 


pose, would call that peace.
